Wilmington’s Board of Health| 
has been in the ice business, 
|during the past week. It was a| 
part of their many activities, as| 
{a result of the hurricane. | 
| Wednesday of last week was| 
spent by the Town Sanitarian 
jin part, in going from store to 
|store, where food stuffs were 
sold, in a tour of inspection. | 
Patrick Thibeau, the Sanitar-| 
ian, warned the storekeepers | 
that the Board of Health would 
have to condemn any question 
able food. He warned the store 
keepers that they should take 
steps to preserve their food. To 
the small storekeepers he offer- 
ed such aid as was possible. To 
the two chain stores, in town, he 
did not make this offer, as’ he 
knew their home offices ‘in Bos- 
ton would take the steps needed. 

Thibeau also checked possible 
contamination of walls, that 
could have been harmed by 
trees, falling in the vicinity, 

In an emergenty meeting 
Wednesday evening, the 
Board of Health heard Thibeau's 
report, and decided to see if 
they could get ice from Boston. 
A call to the State House pro- 
cured 550 pounds of dry ice. 
This ice, exclusively for stores, 
was distributed on Thursday. 

Thibeau and Building Inspec- 
tor Ernest Rice distributed the 
dry ice. At the same time Thib- 
eau checked all meats, and other 
e perishable food stuffs. In one 
place food was condemned, as 
being questionable. It was mark 
ed with ink, in order that there 
be no doubt about its being 
condemned. 

Thursday night the Board of 
Health contacted Blaisdell’s Ice 
Company, on Lowell street. The 
company cooperated, by setting 
aside 300 pounds of ice, exclu-| 
sively, for Board of Health or.

rears ago the Crusader suggested in this column that 
the traffic lights in Wilmington square should have signs reading 
“Right Turn permitted om Red Light.” Our purpose was to ease 
the traffic problems, especially about 5 to 6 p.m., when long lines 
of cars stretch down as far as Gildart’s Chevrolet garage, waiting 
to“get through what amounts to a road block at the square.

We 
decided to go and see for ourselves, something like Sergeant Fri- 
day, of a well known TV show. “All as I want is the facts, mum.’ 

With one of the Commissioners of the Reading Electric Muni- 
cipal Light Company, we toured a good part of Reading. Reading 

ad priorities set up, in the event of a disaster, and these priorities 

were used. The first place to get power was the municipal sewer 
plant, and the second the water department. That can be readily 
understood, as they are essential. 

This being done, the hospitals were next, and then the men 
were started out on the major power lines, radiating from the 
central plant towards all the parts of Wilmington, North Reading, 

Reading and Lynnfield. It was something like working on a spider 
‘web. First the center, then the radials, and get the lines between 
the radials later. ; 

We saw Reading. In the fashionable West side, there was 
only one circuit in operation Sunday morning, and that (a small 
one) had two convalescent homes in the district. All the other 
| homes, including the majority of the town officials, were without 
lelectricity. Power lines hung in festoons, and no one worked on 
them. The men were out working on the through lines. We 
doubt if 20% of Reading had power Sunday morning. 

Later, in the evening, we had a chance to talk with Clarence 

Mr. Thomas was practically asleep 

He had been up at 5 a.m., every day since the hurri 

In spite of the grueling 

life he was living, he was clean shaven. This we noted, as we 

watched him. He didn't dare to sit down, for fear he would fall 

asleep, we presume, but he courteously answered our questions. 

It made us feel awful, to be asking those questions while seeing 
him standing there, hanging onto a pole for support. 

Reading and the three towns adjacent now have 10,500 services, 
many more than at the time of the 1938 hurricane, Immediately 
on learning of the impending disaster, the company began to get 
additional trucks, from out of state or anywhere else available. 
They have six of their own, and they got 5 others, starting Friday 
at 5:30 a.m. The help came from companies that were not affected, 
just as Reading has sent help before to Western Massachusetts. 

More trucks would not help. This was made clear when 
Thomas explained that there has to be someone in charge, who 
knows the circuits. Sending men out who did not know the cir. 
cuits would mean danger of fire, or electrocution. One of the 
trucks was from Pennsylvania, (one with an eight man crew) and 
had two men, incidentally, from California. They just happened 
to be handy, and volunteered their services. ‘ 

There is no priorities, as regards to towns, Thomas explained 
The work is planned so that all towns get the same treatment. The 
only thing is to have men with the gangs that know the towns, and 
George McPherson and Hector Genasco, Reading employees, 
were put in charge of the trucks that serviced Wilmington. These 
men worked from 5:30 a.m. to way after dark, every day, including 
the Labor Day week-end.

Of course there was careful driving—everyone was very care- 
ful because of the dangers involved, and it could be that the 
drivers will resume their former careless attitude, but we think 
there is a very big lesson to be drawn, 

If, instead of the Stop and Go lights, these traffic controls 
were set on “blinker”, yellow for Main street, and Lowell street, 
and Red for the cross streets, we think that there would be a tre. 
mendous improvement. This could be done during daylight hours, 
anyway, with no trouble at all, and no “Red Tape.” The police 
can control these lights, without having to go to the State House. 

If we didn’t have any long lines, during the rush hours in the 
last week, why should we be inflicted with them at all other times 
of the year?

One by one the lights are going on in Wilmington. Perhaps 
we should have said street by street. It is a slow, arduous task, 
even greater than was the aftermath of the 1938 hurricane. The 
People of the town have been waiting, some patiently, and some 
otherwise, for both lights and telephones. 

Last Saturday this paper was called by the Lowell Office of 
the New England Telephone and Telegraph ny. They want- 
ed us to realize the work that was being done—not that they 
were tooting their own horn, but that they recognized that the 
best medium for letting the public know the facts is through the 
newspapers. 

The Lowell central exchange operated on battery and emer- 
gency generator power for 36 hours after the hurricane. Since 
then they have had their regular source of i.

In addition 
to this there were about 200 telephones out of order, from a total 
of 2200 in the Oliver exchange. The thunderstorm, Friday, caught

WILMINGTON TOWN WATER 
NEVER FAILED 


One thing that stood out, in 
the aftermath of Hurricane 
Carol, was that the town water 
never failed. There was plenty of 
pressure, and plenty of water, 
for everyone in town, even those 
Beople who had been using | 
their own water supply. They} 
were given the privilige of draw- 
ing water from hydrants, when 
their own electric pumps gave 
out 

When the pumping station was 
built, in 1926, there were pro- 
posals that there be electric 
pumps installed, proposals that 
|were strongly opposed by Caleb 
|Hariman, Water Commissioner. 
Harriman_ insisted on Diesel 
engines. His opponents argued 
that the diesel engine was not 
yet developed to a point where 
it was thoroughly dependable, 
but Harriman “stuck to his 
guns”, and two three cylinder 
diesel engines were installed, of 
60 horsepower each to provide 
power for the pumps, diesels 
which are still operating today 
in excellent order. Later in

1937, in an agreement with the | 


Aberjona plant of what is today 
Gereral Foods, another diesel 
was installed, this time of 120 
horsepower. These three engines 
provide the power for the pumps 
in the Wilmington Water Depart- 
ment. 

They haye functioned flaw- 
lessly,throughout the last week 
Not yeverything was foreseen, 
but ingenuity on the part of the 
Water Department employees, 
plus a little muscle work, has 
overcome the difficulities that 
have arisen, and the town has 
continued to haye its supply of 
water (which, incidently, is about 
the most pure in the Common: 
wealth of Massachusetts). 

Fuel for the diesel engines is 
stored in a 12 thousand gallon 
tank, near the garage, and flows 
from there to a smaller tank, 
by gravity. The smaller tank, 
which acts as a “settler”, cleans 
the fuel, and from there an 


electric pump pumps the fuel 
to smaller tanks which supply 
each engine. That electric pump, 


a second electric engine, whic! 
provided compressed air for the 
diesels, and the electric lights, 
were the flaws in the system, 


flaws which could have, but did- 
n't become an Achilles Heel.

TUESDAY 

Voters of the Town of Wilming- 
ton will be expressing their politi- 
cal beliefs, in the High School Caf- 
eteria, next Tuesday afternoon, in| 
the Primary Elections, for County, 
State and National Office. The polls 
will open at 4 p.m., and will close 
at 8:00 p.m, At stake are nomina- 
tions for office in the two principal 
parties of this country, nomina-

The Democrats and the Repub-| 
licans are contesting for every of- 
fice, with the exception of the Con-

On the National and State Level | 
there are two principal #! en-| 
dorsed ‘by the State Conventions in| 
Worcester, held by the Republicans} 
and Democrats. The Republicans 
are sticking to their slate, while 
a “rump” organization of Demo- 
crats seek to upset theirs. 

For US Senator the Republicans 
have Leverett Saltonstall, ex-Gov-| 
ernor and present Senator, while! 
the Democrats have Foster Fur- 
colo,ex-Congresman apd present 
State Senator. He is opposed in the 
primaries by two Boston men, Jos- 
eph L. Murphy, former state sen- 
ator, and John I. Fitzgerald, pres- 
ident of the Boston City Council. 

The fight, as far as the State 
Nominees are concerned, are. in the| 
race for nomination for Governor. | 
Robert Murphy, of Malden, is the | 
party choice for the place on the 
ballot, and he is being vocierously 
opposed by Francis E. Kelley, for- 
mer Lt, Governor and Atty.
